er will not be Impaired by living ron- 
ULtions which prevent proper rest and 
Slion to fit vou for tho-day '. la- 
amt base Ihe-o demand* on the 
thnt all these things will make 
your work mora valuable to yourself 
to your employer and make tor 
better feeling between tho races.

Now that the school bond issue has been passed by the vote 
of the peoole of this city at a recent special election, naturally the 
question of the- locality of the proposed school for the colored 
children arises. - There seems to be an unusual interest on the part 
of the' parents concerning the location of this school since, it haa 
been rumored that it was the intention of the Board of Education 
to build the new school on Cottage Avenue, some where near 
Sumner and Simmons schools.

Every adult who has the welfare of the children at heart 
will readily tell you that the Finney- Fairfax neighborhood ia the 
only logical location for the school, and we believe that in the face 
of the facts in the' case,- and the fast growing neigborhood that the 
Board of Education will not ignore' the wishes of the people.

There was no attempted colonization; if there was the Elec- 
tion Commissioners were responsible, for they had months and 
plenty opportunities and facilities to investigate for the purpose 
correcting- the list of voters for every precinct before the election

Th* remarkable power of withstand- 
ing heat possessed by certain lUards. 
wblch gave rise to the legend of the 
salamander — a creature aald actual!} 
to live In Ore— la not confined to the 
reptile family. Professor Thornton has 
recently given partlcalar* of a ran of 
Australian beetle* which ■ism, to a 
large extent, to ba fireproof. 

"It Is aald," he writ**, according to 
an exchange, "that when a buah Ore 
la raging certain Bnprettid beetle* are 
attracted from a distance, perhaps by 
the scent, and fly straight into the Die, 
Blighting and running shout on the 
hot, steaming branch**, and sometimes 
even over the part* that are glowing 
lad, yet without Injur*. 

"Mr. H. M. GUle* apeak* of tt as 'one 
of the moat agile species known to 
roe. and a* alert and active a* an 
eagle.' It la probabl* that the larvae 
feed on the half burnt root* of the 
ahrubs. The remarkable habit 1* paral- 
leled among a number of lire' bug' 
[beetle* which lay their eggi In burnt 
timber, probably thn* Insuring, as Pro- 
feMor Poulton suggests, 'some chem- 
ical or physical advantage in the larval 
food."'
